The board o£ trade returns for May 


indicate tho severity ^of tho commercial 
depressions in England. The imports 
were $G,000'000 lose, and tbo exports 
glS.ECO.OCO less than in tbo correspond. 
ing month ot 1885. 
This shows that the 


depression continues along the whole 
line. The trade returns are peculiarly 
unfavorable, inasmuch as tho exports de. 
olinod in a much greater ratio than tho 
imports. Every [observing man must 
come to the conclusion that trade is bad 
all over the wo;ld, and that only the 
slow, renovating process oi time and 
economy can again put matters in a 
good business shape. 


New York has a law, recently enacted, 


forbidding tho sale of any canned fruit, 
vegetables or other articles of food unless 
the cane or jars shall be labeled with the 
uarae of the packer and the quality of 
the articles so packed. The law is to go 
into effect January 1, 1SS6, and was 
enacted for the purpose of preventing 
fraud and imposition in these popular 
articles of food. The law should also 
have required the date when the goods 
were put up to be stamped en tho cans' 
as ore of the worst frauds in the busi- 
ness is tho selling of stuff two or three 
years old for freshly packed articles. If 
the law works well in Now York.it should 
be enacted in other states.
